his friends. In order that many rela- 
tives from a distance might be pre- 
sent at his funeral, it was not held un- 
til Sunday, at one o'clock, in the 
Christian church. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the weather was bitter 
cold, and a blizzard sweeping at the 
time, the church was crowded. Eld. 
Gowen's remarks were so timely and 
appropriate that we reproduce them 
in full. Several songs were sung by a 
a choir composed of Mrs. Juliet Rog- 
ers, Mrs. Burnside, Messrs. Hemphill 
and Ward. The remains were then 
placed in the Cemetery vault. Elder 
Gowen said: 

"W. O. Owsley was born March 11. 
18<5(i, and died Feb. 23d, 1!HK). Had he 
lived until the 11th of next month he 
would have been thirty-four years of 
age. He confessed Christ during 
brother Will Gibson's pastorate here, 
in a protracted meeting held by the 
greatest of our evangelists at that 
time. Dr. Winthrop Hopson, the fath- 
er-in-law of President EL Linn Cave. 
These two preachers have long since 
gone home to God, and now they are 
followed into the unseen by the youth 
who was led to Christ bv their minis- 
try more than two decades ago. These 
intervening years of Will's life have 
not been what they should have been 
and whose have been?) but they had 
no severer critic than himself. One 
thing can be said of Will Owsley, and 
that is. he was absolutely devoid of 
hypocrisy. He was as transparent as 
a sea of glass. He was abruptly frank 
and candid. While he carried his 
heart of friendship upon his sleeve, he 
carried his faults there also. Though 
neglectful of his Christian duties and 
reckless in conduct at times, a warm 
heart beat beneath his breast and lie 
always had profound respect and rever- 
ence for sacred things and good peo- 
ple. He was alwavs devoted to his 
mother, deferential and respectful 
and almst childlike in the ardor of his 
love. I was with him almost every 
day for two weeks, but at no visit did 
he fail to speak tenderly of her and 
how he hated to die only on her ac- 
connt. Every day and night he told 
his mother how much he loved her. 
No boy who loves his mother thus can 
have a bad heart Wild, reckless, 
wayward he may be, but the home- 
coming, self-condemning spirit he is 
bound to have. This is exactly true 
of my friend and brother. 

His last weeks and months had been 
saturated with prayer. I have never 
seen greater self-renunciation, deeper 
penitence or contrition in my life. He 
humbled himself into the very dust. 
He would never listen for a moment 
to one plea or word of apology or any- 
thing in extenuation of his guilt, from 
me. He said that though he was a 
boy when he accepted Christ, that he 
would not take a million worlds like 
this for the joy of the remembrance 
that that obedience brought into his 
soul now. There had never been a 
day in his life that he had not believ- 
ed in and justified Christ, and con- 
demned himself, and that he himself 
was the author of all his sorrows. 

I never saw a more grateful soul for 
the kindly ministrat ion of friends and 
family in my life. Even in his weak- 
ness he called each in and thanked 
them for their love and service. To- 
ward his step-father lie showed the 
true spirit of a son, committing and 
commending to him his dear mother 
for his protection and his care. And 
indeed no real father could have been 
more tearfully and tenderly solicitous 
about the comfort and happiness of 
his own dying boy than he was about 
Will. For years they had been the 
best of friends. 

I read to him from God's word and 
prayed with, and for him often. Af- 
ter repeating such passages as: "Come 
let us reason together: though your 
sins be as scarlet they shall be white 
as snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool": "God 
so loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten son that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish but 
have everlasting life:" "Come unto 
me all ye that labor and are heavy la- 
den, and I will give you rest." "Let 
the wicked forsake his way and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts and let 
him return unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him, and to our God 
for he will abundantly pardon." "He 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him: and with His stripes were we 
healed." "I am not come to call the 
righteous but sinners to repentance;" 
"And fhus is it written and thus it 
behooved Christ to suffer and rise 
from tne dead the third day that re- 
pentance and remission of sins should 
be preached in his name;" "If we say 
that we have no sin we deceive our- 
selves, and the truth is not in us. If 
we confess our sins he is faithful and 
just to forgive our sins and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness;" "He 
that covereth his sins shall not ipros- 
per; but whoso confesseth and forsak- 
eth them shall have mercy." When I 
had read these and other passages, he 
said, "Oh, brother Gowen, I have been 
so ungrateful". "Yes," I said, "but 
Jesus is "able to save them to the ut- 
termost that come unto God by Him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make interces- 
sion for them". He said, "now turn 
and read the prodigal son to me," and 
1 turned and read that blessed parable 
that has touched so many sinner's 
hearts, and I said, "that poor boy had 
been a son esteemed and pure, in the 
Father's house, but he wandered off, 
and wasted his substance in ritous liv 



ual famine that he "began to be in 
want, and his wants made him think 
of the old home. "He came to him- 
self" and then came back to the fath- 
er and the father saw him while he 
was a "great way off and had com- 
passion" on him and "ran and fell on 
his neck and kissed him." and there 
was no second best for that poor boy 
that was "lost and found," that was 
"dead and now alive again." I said, 
the father did not see the rags on his 
back only the dear son in his heart— 
the image marred by sin, but the fath- 
er freely forgave and restored him to 
the joys of salvation.'" And when I 
had thus read and spoken and prayed, 
Will quoted a part of the first stanza 
of that sweet old hymn, 

"Just as I am. without tM p!ea, _) 
Bat that thv blood was shed for me. 

And that thou biddest me come to thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come, I come ! 

Just as I am and waiting not 

To rid my soul of one dark blot. 
To thee whose b ood can cleans e-tch 9pot. 
O lamb of God, I come 1 

Just as I am, p >or, wretched, blind, 
Sight, riches, healiug of the miud. 

Yea, all I need, iu thee I find 
O Lamb of Ood. I come. I come ! 

Just as I am — thou wilt receive. 
Wilt welcome, pardon, cleanse, relieve. 

Because thy promise I Believe. 
O Lamb of God, I come, I come! 

and he did find joy in bilieving, and 
from that moment until the end, it 
was one joyous, triumphant, uncon- 
quered, undoubting note of victory. 

He then begged that I might come 
and administer to him the Lord's sup- 
per if he should live until Sunday. He 
rejoiced to see that day and was glad. 
There, with him, l broke the loaf and 
partook of the cup believing that I 
would never partake of it again with 
him this side of the kingdom above. 
He was only anxious for one more 
Lord's day to dawn that he might par- 
take of the supper once more, and 
sought my counsel about whom he 
should invite to administer it if 1 
should by any chance be called away. 
But poor, tired soul, he did not live on 
earth to see this day and partake of 
the emblems of Christ's dying love, 
but, Oh. how much better to sit at 
the feet of His Master in the uncloud- 
ed land and pour out to him his grate- 
ful heart for his unspeakable grace. He 
was conscious until the veiy last, and 
his last words weTe words of prayer 
and praise. With his poor parched 
lips he tried to repeat the passage that 
brought him-much comfort in his last 
days, "Let not your heart be troub- 
led, ye believe in God believe also in 
me. In my Father s house are many 
mansions. If it were not so I would 
have told you: I go to prepare a place 
for you," and with these he "fell 
asleep."' 

And what is the import of this sto- 
ry, the lesson of this sketch? That 
young people may drift away from 
their Father's house and forget their 
vows to Christ? God forbid: If those 
mute lips could speak they would re- 
buke a thousand times such a sugges- 
tion as that. Every soul is honest in 
the presence of the judgment, and he 
spoke to me and others about his re- 
grets and how futile, how absolutely 
valueless are the pleasures, worldly 
ways and ambitions when one is called 
upon to "walk through the valley of 
the shadow." He spoke of two of nis 
special friends with whom he wanted 
IP much to talk that he might wain 
them rather than that they should be 
encouraged to continue in hin. But 
the lesson is of Christ's unspeakable 
love which should "constrain" us to 
surrender sin and give him our life.our 
strength, our health, our vigor and 
the wealth and riches of our manhood. 
He "who is a very present help in 
time of trouble" deserves all— the ve- 
ry best we can give him. 

Then, on the other hand, who be- 
grudges the sweet peace and calm that 
were his at the closing of his life? Ah, 
where is the heart so hard that would 
pluck from that fond mother the hope 
that is worth to her more thau all the 
heaped up jewels of the world be- 
sides? 

I shall always believe that it was a 
special Providence that brought me 
from a meeting in a distant state just 
at the time he was praying and long- 
ing for my return. And I shall always 
be thankful that I could minister to 
him and be of some comfort and ser- 
vice to him, while his feet were glid- 
ing downward into the chilly waters. 
I am more than glad to resign him in- 
to the hands of his Father and mine, 
—he who knows the secrets of all 
hearts, who can guage the weight of 
every burden, and measure the 
strength of every temptation to which 
poor mortals are subject, and "Who 
doeth all things well." 

There'* a wldeness In God's mercy 
Like the wldeness of the sea; 
There's a kinduess in his Justice, 
Which is more than liberty. 

There's a welcome for the sinner 
And more graces for the good ; 
There is rrercy with the Savior; 
There is healiug iu his blood.
